WASHINGTON <AP> — Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger, irked by Cuban “ meddl­ 
ing” in Angola and Puerto Rico, 
has vetoed a plan to improve 
U.S.-Cuban 1 relations through 
sports, American officials say . 
Inspired by the way “ Ping 
Pong diplomacy ” helped thaw 
U.S.-China relations four y ears 
ago. State Department officials 
had looked favorably on a plan 
for U.S. major league baseball 
play ers to compete against a 
Cuban team nex t March in Ha­

Kissinger acknowledged last 
week at a news conference that 
such a plan had been in the 
works but said it was shelved. 
He did not give any reason. 
Officials later disclosed that 
he rejected the idea because of 
Cuban military involvement in 
support of the pro-Moscow fac­ 
tion in Angola s civil war and 
Cuba's insistent demands for

In reality, the suit alleges, no 
judgm ent has been obtained 
and it would be many months 
before a garnishm ent could be 
obtained. 
The other practice alleged is

“ m arsh al 
enforcement 
form ,’’ carryin g the picture ot a 
m an w earing a badge. 
"It implies that there's some 
official hacking to that form ,” 
said Ms. McTighe, who uses the 
title by preference. In reality , 
she said, it carries no more 
weight than anv other dunning 
letter. 


M cK irahan said the state a d ­ 
mits that the people involved do 
owe money to the May Co. and 
the collection agency.

Water Clean-up 


Americans are making real gains in the effort 
to clean up their water. 
Lake Erie, said to be “dead” only a decade 
ago, 
has been dramatically 
revived, 
com­ 
mercially and recreationally! 
Atlantic salmon are returning to the Con­ 
necticut River for the first time in 100 years. 
Gone are the oil slicks, scums and chemical 
odors which formerly plagued the Kanawha 
River near Charleston, W. Ya. 
These and other accomplishments were cited 
recently by Russell E. Train, administrator of 
the U. S. Environmental Protection Agency. 
More than 97 percent of all water dischargers 
*— factories, municipal sewage plants, etc. — are 
either now in compliance with federal pollution 
control standards or are on definite water clean­ 
up schedules, he reports. 
In fact, so much progress has been made in 
cleaning up “site-specific" sources of pollution 
that “ nonpoint ' sources a re increasingly 
becoming the most important water quality 
problem. 
Some of these sources are: 
—Two billion tons of sediment 
annually 
delivered to lakes and stream s from cropland. 
—Livestock wastes, amounting to 10 times that 
produced by humans. 
—Vast quantities of nitrogen and phosphorus 
and other chemicals w hich enter the w aters from 
the 41 million tons of commercial fertilizers used 
annually. 
Other contributions include strip mining, 
storm w ater runoff from cities and construction 
and soil-disturbing activity involved in the ur- 
ban-sprawl process. 
In sum. the relatively easy phase of the water 
clean-up struggle appears ‘to be well in hand. 
Much more difficult, and expensive challenges 
still lie ahead.

Time, Tide In Angola

WASHINGTON — Tim e Is 
running out in Africa. In a n ­ 
other few weeks, unless the 
I nited States provides decisive 
leadership 
for 
the 
Western 
world. Angola may be lost to 
Communist 
domination. The 
situation is bleak, but it is not 
beyond redemption. 
(>n<* of the melancholy factors 
is that few Americans know 
much or care greatly about 
Angola. It lies for a thousand 
miles along the southw’est coast 
ot Africa, an immense land, al­ 
most as la rg e as B ritain, 
France and Spain combined. 
Until last month, it was a prov­ 
ince ot beleaguered Portugal. 
Next month, for all practical 
purposes, it could become a 
virtual satellite of the Soviet 
Union. 
11 is a maddening spectacle to 
watch, this disintegration of 
Angola. They say that chickens 
come home to roost, and in this 
grim business we have a hen­ 
house lull. 
It might have been possible 
for the Central 
Intelligence 
Agency to avert this calamity 
but the CIA has been crippled 
by a moralizing Senate. At one 
time, before detente, we might 
have confronted the Kremlin 
boldly: but the Ford-Kissinger 
administration is obsessed with 
detente and would not be 
beastly to the Reds. If domestic 
political considerations did not 
weigh so heavily, the President 
might do what needs to be 
done: 
but 
the President is 
thinking politically now. 
TWO M VIOR GROUPS are 
contending for control of An­ 
gola. The MPLA, directed by 
Angustinho Neto. is supplied, 
armed, and financed by the So­ 
viet Union; it controls the capi­ 
tal at Luanda and a part of 
central Angola. The FNLA, 
directed by Holden Roberto, is 
oriented toward the West; it 
controls most of the rest of the 
country, including Nova Lisboa 
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and the m ajor port at LobitO. 
If ever a situation cried out 
for decisive action, the Angolan 
situation cries out for it now. If 
the United States were to take 
the lead in recognizing a gov­ 
ernment at Nova Lisboa, led by 
Roberto, the Communist MPLA 
might yet be contained and de­ 
feated. Neighboring Zaire and 
Zambia, struggling for eco­ 
nom ic 
su rv iv al, 
doubtless 
would welcome such a move. 
South Africa would be in a posi­ 
tion to lend discreet assistance. 
Roberto once was the darling of 
American liberals. Arc they, 
too, so obsessed with detente 
that their will is paralyzed? 
EVENTS ARE MOVING 
swiftly over the whole of south­ 
ern Africa. With Portugal’s col 
lapse, Mozambique's long east­ 
ern coastline no longer can be 
counted as friendly water. The 
fall of Mozambique has further 
imperiled Rhodesia, which has 
served as the cbrk in the bottle. 
Within 
the 
United 
Nations, 
pressures increase for UN con­ 
trol of Southwest Africa. Mean­ 
while, South Africa is counter­ 
ing with significant gestures of 
rap p ro ch e m en t tow ard her 
neighbors. 
Tilings are in flux. Angola's 
fate is of critical importance. 
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The consequences of a Soviet 
success through Ncto’s MPLA 
dem and our attention. Consider 
the worst prospect: Mozam­ 
bique 
gone. 
Angola 
gone, 
Southwest 
Africa 
netralized, 
Zaire and Zambia forced to ac­ 
com m odation with M arx ist 
neighbors, little Malawi iso­ 
lated. Rhodesia still treated as 
an outcast. South Africa in­ 
creasingly maligned — what 
then? 
Instead of decisive action, we 
get murmuring noises. In his 
speech of Nov. 24 in Detroit, 
Secretary Kissinger had only 
this to say: “We cannot ignore 
the substantial Soviet buildup 
of weapons in Angola, which 
has introduced g reat-p o w er 
rivalry into Africa for the first 
time in 15 years. This Soviet in­ 
volvem ent 
is 
resen ted hv 
African nations most of all, but 
the l aitcd States cannot be in- 
d it I e m i t while an outside 
power em barks upon an inter­ 
ventionist 
policy 
so 
distant 
from its homeland and so re­ 
moved from traditional Rus­ 
sian interests.” 
CANNOT IGNORE? Cannot 
be indifferent? From ail sur- 
face indications, this is pre­ 
cisely what our flabby policy 
has been. The Soviet Union, 
tossing its Helsinki pledges to 
the winds, is made of sterner 
stul t. Behind the Kremlin's 
walls, detente is not the be-all 
and the end all. 
There is a tide in the affairs of 
men, said Brutus, which taken 
at the flood leads on to tortune. 
The Ford administration hesi­ 
tates at tile thought of Soviet re­ 
action. while senators roll their 
pietistie eyes at the horrid CIA. 
We are missing the tide; and it 
may not return in Africa for a 
long, long time.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
A great deal of misinformation 
is abroad about New York 
City's plight and the effects of a 
U .S. government refusal to bail 
the city out. 
One thing remains clear. Re­ 
gardless of federal aid and 
guarantees, unless Washington 
intends to permanently sub­ 
sidize the city, New York must, 
in the end raise taxes sharply or 
cut back selectively — but 
drastically — on services, sala­ 
ries, employment and possibly 
pensions. A one-shot federal 
assistance and guarantee will 
not change that requirement. 
At most, it will postpone the 
hard decisions. 
As most of us know from ex­ 
perience, when a rough deci­ 
sion must be made, it is better it 
be made quickly. This argues in 
favor of city action, down to the 
quick, and then consideration of 
federal action — not the re ­ 
verse. 
The argument over whether 
New York should go into bank­ 
ruptcy or not has, in the main, 
nothing to do with what serv­ 
ices will be continued and what 
ones e lim in ate d . As noted 
above, those nasty decisions 
must be made in any event. 
The argum ent for bankruptcy 
is. simply, that the men who 
run New York City won't realis­ 
tically face up to their problems 
so long as temporary relief is in 
sight. 


THE PLAIN A n d 
simple 
fact is that it will help not the 
people of New York City but the 
shareholders of those banks 
which have invested heavily in 
New York City bonds. This a s ­ 
sumes that interest payments 
on the investments will con­ 
tinue. but that there will be a 
moratorium on redemptions. 
Six major New York banks 
alone hold more than a billion 
dollars worth of the bonds. 
They also hold two-thirds of a 
billion dollars in Big MAC 
debts. 
The problem is complicated 
because these same banks hold 
more than $400 million of W. T. 
Grant paper and iiavebeen hurt 
by the failure of that large 
retail chain. 
They have also been hit by 
the series of catastrophes — 
mainly over-Ot partition, over- 
speculation and sloppy finan­ 
cial practices — which have 
driven some major real estate 
investment trust values down to

a small traction of their paper 
worth a few years back. These 
sam e half dozen New- York 
banks have almost $3.5 million 
in this paper. 
All this adds up to almost $5.5 
billion in questionable loans, no 
small amount, however it’s fig­ 
ured. 
THAT $5.5 BILLION total is 
equivalent to 4.1 per cent of the 
current average deposits of 
these banks. Writing down of 
these securities is a blow to 
bank shareholders, at 
least 
until New York City recovers 
its viability. But it by no means 
should cause these banks to fold 
or to detault 011 their obliga­ 
tions. 
Banks throughout the country 
have likewise been hit by the 
bursting of the real estate in­ 
vestment trust and other land 
speculation bubbles. M any 
have been taking more chances 
than their depositors realize. 
Numbers of bank managers are 
now hoping housing and real es­ 
tate w ill recover in time to keep 
sh a re h o ld e rs from clim bing 
down their throats. But non- 
New York bank holdings of New 
York City obligations art* likely 
to be much less pereentagew iso 
than the holdings of the m ajor 
New* York banks. 
The hardship on bank share­ 
holders should not be mini­ 
mized. But the effect on deposi­ 
tors should be negligible. As­

KKK Warnings 


WASHINGTON (AP)

K lansm en attacked a group of 
blacks and civil rights workers, 
a form er FBI informant says 
G ary Thom as Rowe Jr.. who 
now lives under an alias in C ab 
iforma. is scheduled to testify 
today before the Senate In­ 
telligence Comm ittee A co m ­ 
mittee spokesman said Rowe 
would w ear a mask during his 
testimony in order to protect 
his new identity. 
Rowe said Monday that he 
repeatedly warned the FBI of

MIAMI BEACH (AP) - The 
nation’s city officials and the 
White House are increasingly 
worried that Congress m ay not 
renew 
the 
federal 
revenue- 
sharing program 
which one 
mayor has called "the best 
thing since ice cream ” for the 
cities. 
This new concern has been 
demonstrated at the National 
League of Cities’ annual con­ 
vention that began here last 
weekend 
Jam es Falk, associate direc­ 
tor of the White House D om es­ 
tic Council and the adm inis­ 
tration’s chief lobbyist at the 
convention, said in an inter­ 
view. “I am not im m ediately 
optimistic and I am more con­ 
cerned than I was five months 
ago about the ultim ate fate of 
the program .” 
The nearly 3,000 city officials 
at the convention heard the 
league president. Mayor Carlos 
Romero Barcelo of San Juan, 
P R ., warn: "We cannot possi­ 
bly risk that any laxness or ir­ 
resolution on our part may a l­ 
low the critics of this essential 
program to score a ‘victory’ by

gen eral 
revenue 
sharing.” 
And Rep. Norman Mineta, D- 
Calif., former mayor of San 
Jose, Calif., and now chairman 
of the freshmen Dem ocrats in 
the House, told them there is a 
“very real possibility that with­ 
out substantial efforts on your 
part, the general revenue-shar­ 
ing program will not be contin­ 
ued.”

Mayor Moon Landrieu of New

HONOLULU 
(AP) 
- The 
American M edical Association, 
in what a spokesm an described 
as ‘‘groping for a position” on 
doctors’ strikes for economic 
gain, votes today on the issue. 
‘‘It is not in our tradition to 
support strikes,” AMA presi­ 
dent Dr. Max H. Parrott, of 
Portland, Ore., said Monday. 
“But we m ay run into this in the 
future.” 
Doctors' strikes have sur­ 
faced as a major issue at the 
AMA’s 
annual 
clinical 
con­ 


vention here. A resolution 
subm itted fo the association's 
House of D elegates seeks AMA 
support for a two-week strike 
last month by residents and in­ 
terns at the Cook County Hospi­ 
tal in Chicago. 
The resolution says the Cook 
County strike w as to improve 
patient care, but Parrott calls 
the action “an obvious econom ­ 
ic dispute.” 
Votes also w ere scheduled to­ 
day on m alpractice and nation­ 
al health insurance, and all 
three issues were expected to 
generate lively debate 
Young doctors who support 
job actions, a euphem ism for 
wildcat strikes, are opposed by 
older doctors who reject strikes 
as .i violation of medical ethics.

negotiating body,” Parrott said 
in an interview. "But we may 
be at that point where we wiil 
liave to get into collective bar­ 
gaining in the future.” 
To prepare for this eventual 
ity, Parrott said, the AMA is 
developing a department of ne­ 
gotiations to train m edical per­ 
sonnel for possible collective 
bargaining

NAACP School Suit 
Faces Two Challenges 


CLEVELAND (AP)

Cleveland school board with 
promoting segregation policies 
is being challenged by patrons 
as well a s the school board. 
Before Judge Frank J. Bat 
tisti of U.S. District Court be 
gan hearing the second week of 
deliberations in a trial based on 
the suit, he w as to hold a hear­ 
ing today on a motion that 10 
black parents in the school dis­ 
trict he allowed to intervene in 
the case 
The parents have asked per­ 
mission to intervene because 
they do not want the NAACP to 
represent them and they oppose 
busing as a way to integrate the 
schools. 
Battisti already has certified 
that the NAACP suit is a class- 
action suit, filed on behalf of the 
72,000 black children in the 
district The civil rights group 
has proposed crosstown busing 
as a method of integrating the 
schools. 
* 
In a 
related action, Tony 
Richison. president of the in­ 
ner-city Hough Area Commu­ 
nity Council, says he has start­ 
ed a petition drive to collect 
signatures of parents who op­ 
pose busing. 
Jay B. White, lawyer for the 
10 parents who want to inter­ 
vene in the trial, said that the 
parents feel their children are 
receiving quality education in 
the public schools and that their 
constitutional 
rights are 
not 
being violated. 
He added that if the judge 
rules that the school board in­ 
tentionally promoted segrega­ 
tion policies, the parents would 
strongly oppose busing as a 
remedy. 
White said the parents are re­ 
sponding to a notice issued by 
Battisti who asked school dis­ 
trict patrons who oppose the 
NAACP stand to let the court 
know about it. 
The Rev. Jam es Stallings, 
executive director of the C leve­ 
land NAACP, said that con­ 
stitutional rights have been vio­ 
lated by the school board and 
that com m unity sentiment on 
busing doesn’t negate the legal 
question involved.

Chester Hoof, a vice 
president of Farm ers National 
Bank, served as the bank's 
farm departm ent head for

1941,

was Ohio’s first 
such specialization in agricul­ 
tural banking but its duties 
have has since been “ farmed 
out" to other departments.

two-thirds figure is a

realistic goal. He feels that 
more farm ers own a larger per 
centage of their operations now 
than they used to, but declined 
to name a percentage of those 
in Columbiana County who he 
felt fell within the 75-100 per 
cent ownership range.

Griffin Top Candidate 
For Heisman Trophy 


NEW YORK (AP - Archie Griffin. Ohio 
S ta te 's 
sm a ll and 
pow erful 
record- 
sm ashing tailback, was booked on a flight to 
New York this morning where he was ex­ 
pected to become the first collegiate foot­ 
ball player in history to win the coveted 
H eism an Trophy twice. 
G riffin's m other. Mrs. M argaret Griffin, 
said in Columbus that her son was aboard a 
flight arriving in New York one hour before 
the Heisman announcement was to be 
m ade. 
Some of Griffin's main challengers— 
running backs Rickv Bell of Southern 
California. Tony Dorsett of Pitt and Chuck 
M uncieof California 
reported they had not 
been contacted by the Downtown Athletic 
£lub, which aw ards the Heisman "to the 
outstanding college football player in tte 
United States." Others expected to finish 
high in the voting are Oklahoma running 
back Joe Washington and UCLA qu ar­ 
terback John Sciarra. 
If Griffin w as the winner, the honor was in 
recognition 
of 
his 
unequalled 
a c ­ 
com plishm ents— over 5,000 yards rushing 
in a career and 31 consecutive gam es in 
which he gained 100 yards or more. 
The third of six football-playing sons of 
Jam es and M argaret Griffin of Columbus, 
the 5-foot-9, 
192-pound 
tailback 
would 
succeed w here four players before him had 
failed. 
In 1974. Griffin becam e the fifth junior to 
w in the honor in the 41-year history of the 
Heism an. The previous four— A rm y’s Doc 
Blanchard in 1945. Southern M ethodist's 
Doak W alker in 1948. Ohio State's Vic 


Janowicz 
In 
1950 
and 
N avy's 
Roger 
Statlbnch in 1903* failed to repeat. Walker 
was ill »art of his senior year, and asked not 
to be considered. 


Griffin finished his storied four year 
career at Ohio State with 5.177 rushing 
yards, the most ever gained by a m ajor 
college player. The all-tim e record of 5.297 
yards was set by Howard Stevens, who 
played two years at college division school 
Uandolph-.M acon before tra n sfe rm g to 
Louisville for his final two years. 
In 1974. in handily defeating Southern 
C a lifo rn ia's 
Anthony 
D avis 
for 
the 
Heisman. Griffin led the nation in rushing 
w ith 1.820 yards. 


This season his record w as not that out­ 
standing. but it was certainly am ong the 
best. And that, combined with the publicity 
that w as surrounding his every move, made 
Griffin the first second-time winner. 
Griffin pushed his record string of gam es 
with over 100 yards rushing to 31 before he 
was held to 46 yards in the season finale at 
Michigan. However, the Buckeyes are top- 
ranked in the nation and seem certain to win 
the national championship if they defeat 
UCLA in the Rose Bowl. 
Griffin has m aintained throughout the 
past two years that winning the national 
title was more im portant than any in­ 
dividual aw ard. 
Griffin finished 1975 with 1.-327 yards in 
245 rushes, an average of 5.5 yards a carry.

The trapping of fur-bearing 
anim als predates the State of 
Ohio itself and is practiced to­ 
day for many of the sam e rea­ 
sons as in pioneer days. 
The priorities of why Ohioans 
trap may have changed over 
the years but fundamental rea­ 
sons of economics, food, sport 
and protection from predatjon 
still motivate the trapper. 
Explorers and early settlors 
in Ohio 
harvested 
m uskrat, 
raccoon, opossum, beaver, fox, 
mink, badger, skunk and wea 
sel. The meat of some anim als 
provided food and the sale or 
barter of pelts was a principal 
form of exchange for staples 
that were otherwise unavail­ 
able. 
Today there are some 20,(«to 
trappers in the state And de 
spite the largely urban charac­ 
ter of much of Ohio, the state 
routinely is among the top three 
in number of pelts produced 
and among the five leading 
states in the* value of fur har 
vested Furs add more than $1 
million annually to the Ohio 
econom y, acco rd in g to the 
Wildlife Division, 
A relatively sm all num ber of 
trappers earn a 
substantial 
portion of iheir annual income 
from trapping And even then 
trapping is tar from a lucrative 
undertaking. At $2.50 to $3.25 a 
peit for m uskrats, for example, 
only trappers with access to 
large m arshes or long trapllnes 
and much tim e find the pursuit 
profitable on a dollars per hour 
basis. 
Food is a byproduct of mod 
ern trapping, as il was in early 
days, although few consider 
that agpect as important now as

Save money by 
reusing wraps

Inflation Fighter 


D EAR PO LLY — I would like to pass on my inflation 
fighter Pointers that help stretch dimes and dollars In 
the kitchen department, I wash plastic wrap and use it 
over and over again, and aluminum foil is used a few 
times to make it go as far as possible. I make coffee 
with grounds and have discovered making boiled coffee 
uses far less grounds I simmer it a little leaving the 
grounds in and then strain through a very fine strainer. I 
find coffee gets stronger when the grounds are in longer, 
and I only use about three-fourths as much I buy a giant 
size box of skim powdered milk and mix it for my dog 
and cat adding a bit of canned milk. I also use this in my 
blender protein drinks. 
To save fuel and money I have had my pilot lights 
turned off on my gas kitchen stove. The oven can be 
turned off ten minutes before bread or casseroles are to 
be finished and since the oven holds heat for a long time 
they finish baking after it is off. 
When buying food I never waste money on junk food 
but only buy good wholesome food that builds good teeth 
and health. 
People should go back to hanging their clothes out­ 
doors to dry. I have a dryer but now seldom use it. I 
turned my hot water tank down to between medium and 
low and only turn it up once a week when I wash clothes. 
Incidentally I use a wringer type washer and this saves 
on water, soap and the clothes are nice and white, —

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am a 
31 -year-old male and have low 
blood pressure. Also, my 
average pulse rate is around 
4b heats per minute. Along 
with this periodically, I have 
trouble 
breathing. 
The 
shortness of breath is accom­ 
panied by sharp pains, either 
in the chest, legs or arms. 
Last year I had a severe at­ 
tack of this breathing problem 
and spent six days in the 
hospital where I had several 
different tests run concerning 
my heart All of these proved 
negative, and the doctor said 
my heart appeared to be 
strong and without damage, 
even though the pulse rate 
was about the slowest he had 
ever seen 
Are these problems in any 
way related and does my 
pulse rate seem rather slow? 
What do you advise? Please 
comment on low pressure 
since everything 1 hear or 
read is about high blood 
pressure. 
DEAR R EA D ER - Since 
your doctor said you didn't 
have heart disease your slow 
heart rate in a man as young 
as you probably means you 
are in excellent physical con­ 
dition 
Roger Bannister's 
heart rate was 38 per minute 
when he was fully trained for 
the 4-minute mile And. I have 
seen slow heart rates, at rest, 
in almost all endurance 
athletes I have examined. It is 
quite common. You are not 
the least bit unusual in that 
regard 
Low blood pressure, if it is 
not caused by a specific il­ 
lness such as tuberculosis or 
adrenal gland disease or 
anemia, which your doctor 
has probably ruled out, is a 
wonderful thing to have Get 
down on your knees and thank 
God you have it. As long as it 
is high enough to prevent you 
from 
h avin g 
fa in tin g 
problems, it won't cause you 
any difficulty at all and will 
decrease your likelihood of 
having heart disease or 
vascular disease later in life. 
Incidentally, 
we consider 
any pressure of 90 over 60 as

perfectly normal for un­ 
restricted flying duties, in­ 
cluding flying high perfor­ 
mance jet aircraft. So, you 
can see that this, is on a pretty 
solid basis. This, too, is most 
likely an indication of good 
physical fitness.

Those breathing spells are 
not related to either your slow 
heart or low blood pressure. 
And. those sharp pains are not 
what you se^ with heart dis­ 
ease. More often these are 
related to anxiety, perhaps 
anxiety over your health 
status and not knowing exact­ 
ly what they mean. 
My guess is that you are 
overbreathing, 
hyperven­ 
tilating. When you do this you 
blow off too much carbon 
dioxide and upset your 
chemical balance. This can 
cause you to feel bad and 
cause numbness, ‘tingling and 
a variety of symptoms. Since 
you have already had a good 
examination 
for 
these 
problems I would suggest that 
if you start to have this feel­ 
ing, consciously breathe very 
slowly and shallowly and see 
if you can overcome the 
problem Or, you could use an 
old trick and breathe into a 
brown paper bag over your 
mouth and nose. That will 
sometimes trap enough car­ 
bon dioxide to enable your 
body 
to readjust your 
chemistry. Do not use a 
plastic bag! 
You might also profit from 
some psychological,counseling 
at a mental health center to 
see if there is something 
bothering you that you don’t 
understand That might help 
relieve your situation for you 
by getting at its basic cause.

hasn't been a super hurricane, 
but we don’t know when the lull 
will end,” Neil Frank said as 
the season officially closed Sun­ 
day after spawning six hurri­ 
canes and two other tropical 
storms. 
Frank said the season kept up 
the pattern of the past four or 
five years during which the 
major storms formed in the 
Gulf ol Mexico instead of com­ 
ing to life in the deep tropics 
and strengthening in a race 
across the Atlantic. 
“ Most of the hurricanes 
formed in the higher latitudes 
east ol the Bahamas — and 
didn’t have the power of the su­ 
per ones,” he said 
F ran k 
pointed 
out 
that 
Eloise, which killed 34 people in 
Puerto Rico, 25 on the island of 
Hispaniola 
and 
two 
in 
the 
United States, got only a three 
in a rating system that tags the 
biggest storms with a five. 
Eloise crossed Puerto Rico, 
Haiti, the Dominican Republic 
and brushed Cuba before taking 
its torrential rains, 140-mile- 
per-hour winds and 16-foot tides 
into the Florida Panhandle, 
devastating the coast from Fort 
Walton Beach to Panam a City. 
D am age 
estim a te s 
from 
Eloise in Florida ranged from 
$100 million to $150 million. 
The remnants of Eloise con­ 
tributed to extensive flooding in 
the northeastern United States, 
Causing 10 deaths and an esti­ 
mated $150 million in damage. 
“ Here we’ve 
had another 
year where the large population 
centers again didn’t have a 
hurricane, ’ Frank said. “ A lot 
of lessons were learned in the 
Panhandle.” 
Frank said that Panhandle 
residents m ad e last-m inute 
preparations as Eloise rushed 
toward land but had done little 
pre-planning to be ready in case 
a hurricane hit. 
“ Many resid en ts thought 
they 
d idn't 
have 
a 
bad 
hurricane problem up there. 
Eloise was the first one of the 
century,” he said. “It had been 
over 80 years since a bad storm 
had hit.” 
Among the other hurricanes 
since the season began June I. 
Blanche hit Nova Scotia, Caro­ 
line struck Mexico near T am ­ 
pico and Faye sideswiped Ber­ 
muda while Doris and Gladys 
did not «hit land.
